DESCRIPTION

___ANNUAL OPERATING BUDGET IMPACT ($000)

This project provides for the construction of an 18-hole, regulation length golf course, a clubhouse facility, a maintenance building, and a driving range. The golf
course was built on 213 acres in coordination with a private housing developer and is located on the former WSSC sludge site off New Hampshire Avenue just south
of Ednor Road. In FY07, a bunker renovation project will be undertaken to improve drainage and address maintenance issues related to the bunker system.

The bunkers require renovation to improve playability and reduce maintenance costs associated with the bunkers.
